A ‘working craft shop’, which started 
out with five shops and 14 consignment 
craftsmen contributing to its wares, its 
shops presently accept works of 450 ar- 
tisans. Prominent among them are the 
Andersons’ Norman Rockwell Center, con- 
taining one of the world’s largest collec- 
tions of Rockwell works, the Frances Hook 
Museum focusing on the famous children’s 
artist, the Home Room with consignment 
crafts, and the Svoboda Clock Shop. 


ANDERCRAFT WOODS 


Andercraft Woods in Mishicot started 
out as a hobby for manual arts teacher 
“ . .. a small woodworking shop 
grew into an industry whose prod- 
ucts are sold throughout the United 
States and other countries.’’

Andercraft Woods also focused on bird 
feeders and bird houses, still one of their 
major manufacturing items. 

The Andersons are now embarking on a 
new expansion of their operation, “Christ- 
mas Lane,” which will extend the factory 
shop back into the old barn which was 
their original shop, and up into a loft, 
providing a year-round site for what they 
say will be the largest line of Christmas 
nativity scenes in the Midwest from some 
only a few inches to life-size figurines. 
Even before ‘‘Christmas Lane” is com- 
pleted, a visit to Andercraft Woods at 
Mishicot is a treat. 


MISHICOT LIONS

SCHOOL DISTRICT OF MISHICOT 


The School District of Mishicot was 
created in its present form through a 
series of reorganizations during the 1950’s 
and early 1960’s. Students entered the 
present high school in September of 1958. 
In 1965 the elementary school opened its 
doors to students in grades 1-8. 
Kindergarten students were still housed 
for a time in the original Mishicot school 
building. Eventually the kindergarten was 
moved to the new elementary building 
and the original building was sold. It now 
houses ‘“‘The Old School”, which has been 
developed into a series of shops which 
provide an interesting diversion for visitors 
to our community. 

Growth in student population and pro- 
gram changes for high school students en- 
couraged the district to complete an addi- 
tion to the high school in 1975. The addi- 
tion consisted primarily of laboratory 
space for vocational programs, art, ad- 
vanced science, library and a second gym- 
nasium. The size of the high school was 
approximately doubled to its present 
101,000 square feet. 

The district is located in northwest 
Manitowoc County just north of Two Riv- 
ers, split approximately in half by State 
Highway 147. It is made up of the Villages 
of Mishicot and Francis Creek; all of the 
towns of Gibson and Mishicot; and part of 
the towns of Two Creeks, Two Rivers, 
Kossuth and Cooperstown. The district is 
approximately 103 square miles. 

At the present time the district serves

957 students with a K-6 enrollment of 485 
housed in the O.H. Schultz Elementary 
School and a 7-12 enrollment of 499 
housed in the high school. 

The district’s facilities are up to date 
and well-maintained. Except for some dis- 
cussion regarding the possible addition of 
a swimming pool and auditorium, present 
facilities should be adequate for programs 
and projected enrollments through the 
next ten years. 

Both the original high school and the 
elementary school are paid for. The last 
payment on the high school addition will 
be made in 1995. Current long-term debt 
for the distict is $312,624. Since the dis- 
trict has a current equalized value in ex- 
cess of $134,000,000, the district is in 
sound financial condition. Its long-term 
debt capacity stands at $13.4 million. 

The district’s academic program is 
strong and is “tuned in” to the needs of 
its students. The elementary school 
provides a strong classroom reading pro- 
gram supported by two full time reading 
teachers and an instructional aide. There 
is a transitional kindergarten program for 
students having difficulty adjusting to the 
regular program. A strong K-6 develop- 
mental guidance program supports regular 
classroom instruction. In addition, all stu- 
dents receive the services of certified 
teachers in art, music, library and physi- 
cal education.

In addition, a 
tutorial program has been established in 
which “at-risk” students can receive indi- 
vidual instruction. 

The academic program in the high 
school is traditional but offers a wide 
range of opportunities for students in the 
arts, preparation for college or technical 
school, and in vocational preparation. 

Traditionally students graduating from 
the Mishicot school system have been 
highly regarded by employment personnel 
in the county. Those who have gone on to 
advanced education have found that the 
district’s programs have adequately 
prepared them for academic success. 

Many factors contribute to the success 
of our school system. Perhaps the most 
important is that the school enjoys strong 
support from the people in our communi- 
ty.

These Falls were created by the 
construction of a dam approximately a 
century ago for the purpose of producing 
water power. This water power operated a 
sawmill, flour mill and feed mill. The 
mills were owned and operated by Joseph 
Holly and family, a native of Shoto. 
In June of 1949 a disastrous fire destroy- 
ed all three mills. 
In 1954 Eugene F. Holly (a son) started 
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Dining Overlooking The Falls 


Shoto Woodworking Co. in a small build- 
ing (36’ x 50’) which was built on parts of 
the remaining foundations of the old mills. 

The main products then were custom 
kitchen cabinets and wood component 
parts for the music industry. 

The continuous growth of this company 
has led to six building expansions to the 
present 37,000 sq. feet facility. The firm 
was incorporated as Shoto Fixture and

meltwater streams of the Ice Age is a 
landscape of great diversity and beauty.

In 1950, the late Ray Zillmer of Milwau- 
kee envisioned a 1000 mile trail, similar to 
the Appalachian Trail, through Wisconsin. 
He proposed that an Ice Age Glacier Na- 
tional Forest Park be established along 
the entire length, marking the furthest 
advances of the last glacier in Wisconsin.
